On the verso of the title is an almanac for 
24 years (1580-1603) which is followed by an explanation of the moon’s changes, the calendar, 
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[ADAMS (Frank)]. | Writing Tables, continued:— - 


‘short prayers, calculating tables, weights and measures &c., list of English highways, woodcut 
illustrations of English and foreign coins, and an outline of English history. 

Adams’ Writing Tables was very popular in its day and though nine editions have survived, it 
is certain that many more were actually printed. Owing, however, to the rough usage to which 
such a book would naturally be subjected, many editions have completely disappeared, while those 
remaining generally exist in a single copy only, and are now mostly if not all unprocurable. Previous 
known editions are those of 1581, 1584, 1590, 1598 and 1600. It is possible that the first edition 
appeared in 1577 or 1578 as the history of England is carried down to the August of the former year. 

A remarkable feature of the book was the inclusion of the writing-tablets. These had surfaces 
specially prepared to allow notes already inscribed to be easily sponged out, and could be used 
over and over again. In the present instance, as in the 1598 edition, the surfaces are of paper, 
but in some editions the tablets are entirely of prepared. skin. 

This edition, like that of 1598, does not contain the folding leaf with the wages table.

The Apocrypha, although included in the list of books at the beginning, 
was apparently omitted from all but a few copies. It is not present here. 

The present edition agrees with Darlow and Moule, No. 193 and S.7.C. 2178. Although dated 
London 1599, it was undoubtedly printed abroad, probably at Amsterdam for the use of English 
Puritans in the Low Countries, and also probably as late as 1617. ; 


Although innumerable copies of the ‘‘ Breeches Bible ”’ survive, it is very difficult to find a fine 
and perfect example as is the above.

The authority quoted in the last paragraph writes (of. cit.): ‘‘ In fa@ it was the first, and for long 
remained the only, handbook for continental travel ; and though the grotesque collection of 
commendatory verses went far to get for the work a charaéter which it did not deserve of being 
only a piece of buffoonery from beginning to end, it is quite plain that there were those who soon 
got to see its value.” 

Coryat seems to have had difficulty in finding a publisher for “ the very large amount of valuable 
information which he had gathered in his travels’ so “he applied to every person of eminence 
whom he knew, and many whom he can scarcely have known at all, to write commendatory verses 
upon himself, his book, and his travels, and by his unwearied pertinacity and unblushing importunity 
contrived to get together the most extraordinary collection of testimonials which have ever been 
gathered in a single sheaf.” There were over sixty contributors “ to this strange farrago’”’ of 
verses (almost entirely satiric in charaer and in almost all the European languages), including 
in their number Ben Jonson (who edited them), Michael Drayton, and Dr. John Donne. 

In 1612 Coryat recommenced his travels, but at Surat in 1617 he died of a “ flux,” brought 
on_as a result of a too hearty appreciation of his countrymen’s hospitality.

One of the chief interests of this book is the masque and. other poetry which it contains. The 
masque, which is usually attributed to Garter, was written in great part, if not, as is most probable, 


entirely by Goldingham, who signs it “ Finis. Goldingham.”’ 
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In addition to the verse for the masque, there are various songs and recitations, some of which 
are signed “ B. G.”’, composed for two Pageants which welcomed Elizabeth on the Saturday of 
her entrance. At the end are Latin and English versions of two poems (anonymous, but possibly 
by Garter). . 


Queen Elizabeth’s visit to Norwich was part of her Progress through ‘Norfolk and Suffolk, and 
she entered the famous city on Saturday, 16. August, 157 8; her stay continued until *‘ the frowning 
Friday folowed, which called hir Maiestie thence .

‘The present collection contains a mass of the information and data prepared for 
his lordship. It also includes a few documents of later date. Lord Macartney returned from 
Russia in 1767. He was afterwards Governor of India (1780-86), Ambassador to Pekin (1792-4), 
and Governor of the Cape of Good Hope (1796-8). 


There are also some interesting letters and memoranda with reference to Court ceremonies, 
and the account of the formation of the Académie Impériale des Sciences should prove a valuable 
addition to the collector of works on the history of Russia and its capital. The manuscript, which 
is in French, is accompanied by a copy of an unsigned letter “aS. E. Mr. N. N. a N—.” in which 
the writer claims to have collected his information during a long residence in St. Petersburg from 
the most reliable sources.

In this most valuable work, first published in 1764, Pownall projected the union of all the 
American possessions in one Dominion, and drew attention to the reluctance of the Colonies to 
be taxed without consent. He warmly supported the Colonists against the oppressive measures 
of the British Government, but upheld Lord North when war broke out, while insisting that England’s 
sovereignty over the Colonies was lost and urging the Government to treat with them.

FIRST ISSUE OF THE ENGRAVED TITLE, dated 1624. This book is notoriously difficult to obtain in 
fine condition. The margins are usually cut close, and it is often printed on poor quality paper 
full of thin places and original defects. THis copy Is THE LARGEST WE HAVE EVER SEEN, the leaves 
measuring 132 x 8$ inches, though the last volume containing Purchas his Pilgrimage is unfortunately 
slightly stilted. It will be remembered that this volume was published a year later than the rest. 
The engraved title, which is a very fine impression, has some very neat mends in the top margin, 
the map of Virginia in Vol. IV, usually badly cut into, has margins beyond the plate mark all 
round except on the right hand side, where part of the border is shaved, and two text maps in the 
last volume are also shaved. There are not more than three or four small original defects in the 
paper throughout; there is a little unimportant worming in blank inner margins. 

This great geographical compilation is a continuation and enlargement of Hakluyt’s Voyages. 
At Hakluyt’s death he left unpublished a large collection of voyages in manuscript. ‘These came 
into the hands of Purchas, who added to them many more voyages and travels of Dutch, Spanish, 
and Portuguese explorers, as well as of English travellers. He also incorporated many translations 
from early books of travel which were becoming scarce even in his day.

THE SECOND ISSUE OF THE FIRST EDITION, HAVING THE FOUR EXTRA LEAVES BETWEEN N AND O. 
This issue is far rarer than the first (itself a rare book) ; in fact we know of the existence of only three 
other copies containing these four leaves, two in the British Museum and. one in the Huntington 
Library. The reason for their addition was the omission of a Chapter ‘‘ Of the deuice or embleme, 
and that other which the Greekes call Anagramma, and we the Posie transposed.” In order to 
include this, the last paragraph on N4> was removed from the forme, the missing Chapter was set-up 
and the displaced paragraph printed on [N*4]. ; 

The Arte of English Poesie is anonymous; the printer, who signs the dedication to Sir William 
Cecil, Lord Burghley, with his initials, says that the MS. came into his hands “‘ with his bare title 
without any Authours name or any other ordinarie addresse.”” It was intended to have been 
dedicated to Queen Elizabeth, but apparently Field thought Burghley a fitter recipient of this 
honour, or perhaps thought the book of not sufficient importance to be dedicated to a Queen. 

“The writer shows wide knowledge of classical and Italian literature; in his sections on rhetoric 
and prosody he quotes freely from Quintilian and other classical writers, and bestows commendation 
on English poets that is often discriminating. He may fairly be regarded as the first English writer 
who attempted philosophical criticism of literature or claimed for the literary profession a high 
position in social economy. Compared with it Webbe’s ‘ Discourse of English Poetry’ (1586) and 
Sidney’s ‘Apologie for English Poesie,’ first published in 1595, are very slight performances. ‘The 
‘Arte’ at once acquired a reputation” and was widely read and quoted from by Puttenham’s 
contemporaries.—D.N.B. 

The Arte of English Poesie has been usually attributed to George Puttenham or his brother Richard, 
but on insufficient evidence. A good case was made out in the Review of English Studies, Vol. 1 
(1925), pp. 284-308, for the author being John, Lord Lumley, a peer of considerable literary 
attainments, but though the writer, Mr. B. M. Ward, did not succeed in bringing forward conclusive 
proof, he has shown the weakness of the claims made for the brothers Puttenham.

Racster’s treatise, generally quoted as William Alablasters Seven Motives Removed and Confuted, 
from the wording of the cancel title, was the answer to a pamphlet by Alabaster, now lost, in which 
the poet gave seven reasons for his conversion to Roman Catholicism. Racster rather aptly 
dedicated his treatise to the Earl of Essex, for the latter was quite indireétly responsible for what 
led to its appearance. It was while with the Earl on his expedition to Cadiz that Alabaster was 
persuaded to change his religion.

Saunders, after a distinguished naval career which included service under Anson in the Pacific 


and under Hawke in his viétory over the French in 1747, was appointed early in 1759 Commander- 
in-Chief of the fleet for the St. Lawrence. He was entirely responsible for conveying Wolfe and 
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the army to Quebec, and, in the words of the D.N.B., “ the most friendly spirit prevailed between 
the two services, and rendered possible the decisive action which immediately led to the fall of 
Quebec and the conquest of Canada.” 

The letters from Saunders are dated between 9th January and 13th December, 1759; most of 
them are addressed to William Pitt. The long letter of 5th September (5 pages) is most interesting, 
and at the end on a further 2 pages is given the disposition of the whole fleet on that date. The 
next letter, dated 22nd September, records the capture of Quebec and the death of Wolfe. It 
ends with a tribute to the “‘ perfect good Understanding between the Army & Navy.” The last 
letter, 13th December, when Saunders was returning home, gives news of Hawke’s victory over 
the French at Quiberon Bay. 

The documents addressed to Saunders are dated in January and February, 1759. They consist 
of copies of lengthy instruétions from George III concerning the proposed expedition against 
Quebec, and shorter letters from Pitt. There is also a copy of a long letter of ten pages from Pitt 
to General Amherst, explaining the proposed campaign, and dated 29th December 1758, with 
shorter letters in the early part of 1759, and there are extracts from letters of various dates to the 
Governors in North America requiring co-operation.

These Diaries were ascribed to Lt.-Gen. George Williamson (1707-81) on their appearance at 
Sotheby’s in Dec. 1928 and June 1929, when they realised £120 and £50 respectively. However; 
a study of the text makes it difficult to believe that he was actually the author. Williamson, then 


a Colonel, and his son, Capt. Williamson, are referred to quite tmpersonally, though the writer 


several times speaks of ‘‘ my son” and writes in the first person. There is, however, a sentence 
in the second volume, which does not appear in the first, under the date 11th Sept. 1760, “Adam 
went the 17th to repair Fort William Augustus with Coll: Scuylers Provincials.’”” Adam was the 
name of Williamson’s son, afterwards Lt.-Gen. Sir Adam Williamson. Also under date 4th May 
1761 appears the entry: “Sent Lieut. Trail... Lord Rollo... to take possession of Sta. Lucia 
& Dominica: my Son went with them: ” the article on Sir Adam in the D.N.B. mentions that he 
went to the West Indies in 1761. Perhaps the most that can with certainty be said about the 
author is that he held high command in the artillery in the campaigns in Canada in 1759 and 1760, 
when his son was serving under him, and later in New York, facts which are consistent with the 
career of Lt.-Gen. George Williamson. . ‘ 

As will be seen from the dates given above, these two fair copies of the original diary partly 
overlap, and there are few differences between them in the period which both cover. ‘There is 
a very fine and full account of the campaigns from July 30 to O&. 8, 1759, and in the course of it 
is given a circumstantial description of the siege and taking of Quebec. This description ends 
with the setting out of the Articles of Capitulation. The narrative is then continued from Jan. 
14th, 1760, and contains the history of his expedition up the Mohock River to Lake Oneida, with 
descriptions of Forts Hunter, Harkaman, Hendrick, Schuyler, Stanwix, Bull, etc. with comments 
on their position, possibilities and military strength; the taking of Isle Galot, the taking of Montreal, 
and descriptions of the following places in detail through which he passed on his way to Albany: 
Crown Point, Ticonderoga, Lake George and Fort George, Fort Edward, Post Miller, Post Saratoga, 
Still Water, Half Moon; he then was taken ill and was taken to New York. In the second volume 
some of these latter descriptions are accompanied by sketch plans which are omitted in the first. 
There is also, in each volume, a drawing of some Indian signs ‘‘ marked on a pitch pine tree (the 
bark first taken of) by some of Sir Wm. Johnson’s Indians this year 1760.”

Elihu Yale, from whom Yale University takes its name, was born in or near Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, in 1648. ‘The family returned to England in 1652 and in 1672 Elihu went out to India 
in the service of the East India Company. He rose to the position of Governor of Fort St. George, 
Madras, in 1687, but after disputes with the council at Madras was suspended from the governor- 
ship in 1692. While in the Company’s service he had undoubtedly amassed a large fortune by 
private trade, but on his return to England in 1699 he was made a Governor of the East India 
Company and soon became known for the liberality of his gifts. 


In 1718 at the instigation of Cotton Mather he sent a cargo of books to the then struggling 
collegiate school of Connedticut, which together with gifts of money amounted to a total of some 
£800. ‘The timeliness of these gifts made when the funds of the college were in a precarious 
state was much appreciated, and after its removal to New Haven the trustees named the new 
building Yale College. 


Autographs of Yale are of great rarity. 


The Thomas Bowrey who is mentioned in each of the documents, was a seaman of literary 
inclinations who is known to have had conversations with Defoe and very probably supplied him 
- with information which was made use of in Robinson Crusoe.

It relates how, while at anchor at 
Vizagapatam, the master of the sloop Charles sent a boat over to ask for assistance in weighing 
an anchor that he had lost. While conversing the boat that had been sent broke her cable 
and drifted away. The mate then asked that the ship’s boat be sent to recover it; however 
as the wind was freshening it was decided to sail the ship after the drifting boat. By the time that 
the ship’s boat had been brought aboard the weather had grown so tempestuous that it was 
considered unsafe to remain there at all, and accordingly it was resolved to return to Madras.
